shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by ‘all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on.

New Clubhouse For 
Hialeah Race Track 


MIAMI — Construction of Hia- 
leah’s new two-millidn-dollar club- 
house now undef way, will add 
| considerable next winter to the 
track’s attendance and mutuel 


>| handle—increases which will mean 


more revenue to Florida counties 
and old age assistance—it was 
confirmed here this week by Hia- 
leah. General Manager Sam H. Mc- 
Cormick. 

With the lifting of restrictions 
early this year, Hialeah was able 
to proceed full speed with plans 


which have been ready since the, 


spring of 1950. Demolition of the 
old building was started March 4 
immediately after the close of the 
meeting. Pouring of foundations 
is now under way, and contractors 
will start the erection of steel 
shortly. 

Seating more than 5,000, the 
new clubhouse will triple the ca- 
pacity of the old one in the hand- 
ling of ‘both crowds and mutuel 
play. This is important news’ for 
all Florida since. Hialeah is the 
largest producer of racing revenue 
for tie state, and in the eight 
years since the war has turned 
over $36,073,594 in taxes for the 
counties and old age assistance. 

The new building will be’ the 
same charming French chateau 
architecture that has made Hia- 
leah a world-famous attraction the 
year round, There will be three 
main levels, with mutuel facilities 
located on the lower and main 
levels with the upper level used 
for dining. There will be a pair 
of escalators: between each level, 
as well as four elevators. Still oth- 
er improvements will be made this 
summer to enable Hialeah to pro- 
duce maximum state revenus, In- 


cluded will be the construction of 
a new clubhouse entrance, enlarge- 
[ment of clubhouse parking facili- 
ties, and alterations of the grand- 
stand mezzanine.
